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To  the  Members  of  the  Isle  of  Wight  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  District  for  the  year  1951. 

The  live  birth  rate  has  decreased  slightly  from  14.4  to 
14.0  but  the  comparative  birth  rate  is  16.1. 

The  death  rate  has  increased  from  14.2  to  16.3  but  the 
comparative  rate  is  only  1 1.4 


The  infantile  mortality  late  remains  about  the  same  at 

24.1. 

The  death  rate  of  legitimate  infants  has  increased  from 
22.0  to  25.7,  but  there  were  no  deaths  in  illegitimate  infants. 

The  still  birth  rate  has  remained  about  the  same  at  38.6. 

During  the  year  there  was  a cyclical  outbreak  of  measles 
and  whooping  cough,  416  cases  of  measles  and  69  cases  of 
whooping  cough  were  notified.  The  number  of  cases  of 
infantile  paralysis  fell  from  35  to  5. 

The  number  of  cases  of  pneumonia  notified  was  12  but 
there  were  no  deaths  from  this  disease,  probably  due  to  the 
use  of  the  new  antibiotics. 

There  were  no  cases  of  food  poisoning,  diphtheria  or 
puerperal  pyrexia. 

The  number  of  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  fell  from 
23  to  19. 

Of  the  289  deaths  which  occurred  during  the  year,  35 
were  from  cancer,  109  from  heart  disease  and  39  from  strokes. 
These  three  diseases  then  accounted  for  183  deaths  out  of  a 
total  of  289. 

One  of  the  great  problems  presented  to  the  Health 
Committee  is  the  provision  of  public  conveniences.  During 
the  summer  months  large  numbers  of  visitors  take  their 
holidays  in  the  Island.  The  majority  are  housed  in  the  larger 
resorts  but  excursions  into  the  beautiful  rural  district  are  taken 
by  the  majority  of  holiday  makers  by  coach.  In  addition  large 
numbers  of  people  arrive  each  day  during  the  season  by 
pleasure  steamer  from  Bournemouth.  These  are  landed  at 
Yarmouth  and  Totland  Bay,  and  are  met  by  coaches  which 
transport  them  to  the  various  beauty  spots  in  the  Island. 
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Those  that  arrive  by  sea  in  the  closely  packed  vessels 
come  ashore  in  many  cases  in  urgent  need  of  a visit  to  a W.C. 
If  this  is  not  available  a nuisance  is  committed  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  point  of  disembarkation. 

Those  who  travel  by  coach  round  the  island  are  in  need 
of  public  conveniences  at  various  spots  along  the  route.  By 
no  standards  can  a public  convenience  be  considered  a thing 
of  beauty,  and  quite  apart  from  the  great  expense  involved 
it  is  destructive  of  the  natural  beauty  of  the  rural  district  to 
erect  these  conveniences  at  all  the  points  where  they  would 
appear  to  be  demanded. 

This  problem  is  most  acute  at  Alum  Bay,  where  many 
hundreds  of  visitors  are  decanted  from  coaches  each  afternoon. 

The  Council  is  to  be  congratulated  upon  its  measures 
taken  to  meet  the  shortage  of  houses.  The  rural  district 
council  houses  are  of  excellent  design,  well  appointed  and  well 
laid  out.  They  are,  in  my  opinion,  one  of  the  main  factors 
in  improving  the  health  and  well  being  of  the  fortunate 
occupiers.

Negotiations  continued  regarding  Public  Conveniences  at 
The  Point,  Bembridge,  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  there 
appeared  every  possibility  that  a site  near  The  Point  could 
be  obtained. 

small  Public  Convenience  was  erected  in  the  Parish  of 

Niton. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

There  have  been  no  major  sewerage  schemes  undertaken 
during  the  year,  the  Council  have  decided  to  await  the 
Consulting  Engineers’  Survey  of  the  district  with  a view  to 
centralisation  of  the  sewage  treatment  plants  and  the  reduction 
in  the  number  of  sewer  sea  outfalls. 

The  Consulting  Engineers  have  advised  upon  an 
alternative  means  of  sewage  disposal  from  the  Military  Sewer 
at  Tinstone  Chine  with  a proposal  that  it  should  be  connected 
to  the  Norton  sewer  sea  outfall.  In  the  meantime,  the 
Military  Authorities  have  carried  out  first-aid  repairs  to  the 
Linstone  Chine  sea  outfall. 

The  Council  has  decided  to  provide  a small  sewage 
purification  plant  for  the  Alum  Bay  area  chiefly  to  overcome 
the  nuisance  arising  during  the  summer  months  when  the 
catering  establishments  in  this  district  have  to  provide  for 


p, 


several  hundreds  of  visitors  daily.  A Ministry  Inquiry  into 
the  scheme  was  held  in  December,  and  the  scheme  approved 
in  a modified  form. 

The  sewerage  schemes  for  the  Parishes  of  Brighstone  and 
Shorwell  are  as  yet  in  the  preliminary  stage,  but  some  of  the 
cast  iron  pipes  and  fittings  were  delivered  to  the  Sewerage 
Works  sites  in  December. 

The  Marsh,  Freshwater  Bay. 

This  large  area  of  low  lying  land  between  Freshwater  Bay 
and  Blackbridge,  Freshwater,  has  been  greatly  improved  by 
the  clearing  of  the  main  water  course  and  subsidiary  ditches, 
and  there  has  been  no  complaint  of  mosquitoes  during  the 
summer  months  nor  of  flooding  during  the  winter. 

Sea  Defence,  Freshwater  Bay. 

The  Contract  was  awarded  for  this  extensive  scheme  of 
coast  proctection,  and  the  driving  of  the  sheet  piling  across  the 
shore  of  Freshwater  Bay  was  in  progress  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

Sewer  Outfall,  The  Point,  Bembridge. 

The  sewer  continued  to  function  throughout  the  year 
although  the  building-up  of  the  sea-bed  around  the  outfall 
continued.  It  appears  that  if  the  building-up  of  the  sea-bed 
continues  at  the  present  rate,  there  is  every  possilibity  that  the 
District  Council  will  have  to  face  a major  scheme  in  connection 
with  this  outfall. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION. 

West  Wight. 

There  is  a weekly  collection  of  refuse  in  the  Parishes  of 
Freshwater,  Totland  and  Yarmouth,  and  a fortnightly 
collection  in  all  other  Parishes  in  the  West  Wight. 
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Owing  to  the  absence  of  any  large  buikling  operations  in 
tlie  West  Wight,  the  Council  had  to  cart  (piantities  of  covering 
material  to  the  refuse  dump  in  Yarmouth.  A portion  of  this 
tip  is  now  used  as  a Car  Park  for  Yarmouth.  I'hc  amount  of 
land  reclaimed  by  controlled  tip])ing  on  the  mud  Hats  is  going 
to  be  of  great  benefit  to  Yarmouth  which  is  the  place  of 
arri\-al  and  departure  for  the  ever  increasing  holiday  traffic 
for  the  West  Wight,  and  some  means  must  be  found  to  l elieve 
the  congestion  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Quay.  The  Council  have 
appointed  an  Outdoor  Male  Attendant  for  the  Yarmouth 
District  whose  duties  include  the  covering  over  with  soil  of 
newly  deposited  refuse  and  the  spraying  of  the  dump  with 
approved  insecticides  and  tip  dressings. 

The  Council  has  also  accpiired  the  use  of  another  site  for 
refuse  tipping  at  the  rear  of  the  Gas  Works  on  the  Westerly 
bank  of  the  Yar  for  use  during  a limited  period  of  the  summer 
months. 

The  Council  received  delivery  of  a new  refuse  collection 
vehicle  of  the  most  up-to-date  and  hygienic  pattern  with  fore 
and  aft  tipping  and  a capacity  of  between  16  and  18  cubic 
yards.  This  large  carrying  capacity  has  effected  a consider- 
able reduction  in  the  total  mileage  for  the  year. 

The  Council  do  not  operate  a Salvage  Scheme  but 
waste  paper  and  scrap  iron  merchants  operate  weekly  in  the 
district. 

East  Wight 

A refuse  collection  service  now  covers  the  whole  district, 
a weekly  collection  by  direct  labcnir  operating  in  Bembridge 
and  Brading,  a fortnightly  collection  by  contract  in  Niton  and 
Whitwell,  and  a fortnightly  collection  by  direct  labour  in  all 
other  Parishes.

FOOD  HYGIENE. 

The  Department  continues  to  educate  food  handlers  on 
the  hygiene  of  food,  and  improvements  are  obvious  in  a 
number  of  catering  establishments,  large  holiday  camps,  etc., 
where  washing  of  dishes  and  cutlery  is  carried  out  with  the 
use  of  an  approved  sodium  hypochlorite  disinfectant  and 
detergent.  Shop-keepers  have  been  asked  not  to  use  news- 
papers for  food  wrapping  but  the  high  cost  of  wrapping  paper 
and  the  shortage  of  supply  still  prevents  the  complete 
discontinuance  of  the  use  of  insanitary  wrapping. 
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HOUSING. 

rhc  need  remains  for  tlie  erection  of  small  dwelling 
houses  or  flats  to  provide  aeeommodation  for  elderly  married 
couples  whose  I'amilies  have  gro\\ ai  up  and  who  arc  now 
occupying  three  or  four  hedroomed  houses  which  are  too  large 
for  their  needs. 

number  of  the  isolated  stone  and  thatch  cottages  have 
been  re-conditioned,  the  interiors  modernized,  walls  rendered 
damp-proof,  and  provided  with  modern  sanitation,  the  old 
privy  being  replaced  by  a water  closet  draining  to  a septic 
lank.  The  Council  have  made  a grant  towards  the  cost  of 
these  closet  conversions  in  approved  cases. 

These  re-conditionings  have,  for  the  most  part,  been 
carried  out  by  owner/occupiers  under  Building  Licences 
issued  by  the  Council.  Whilst  the  continuation  of  the 
restrictions  on  private  building  of  new  houses  must  be  very 
irksome  to  those  people  wishing  to  build  in  the  Rural  District, 
the  restoration  of  these  attractive  cottages  which  diversify  and 
adorn  the  landscape  might  be  considered  a good  point  arising 
out  of  licensing  restrictions,  as  some  modern  buildings  might 
only  be  described  as  regimented  bricks  and  mortar.

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  (MILK  AND  DAIRIES)  ACTS,

Samples  of  milk  were  taken  during  the  year  from  herds 
whose  milk  is  retailed  raw  without  heat  treatment.  These 
samples  were  examined  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
Winchester,  for  the  presence  of  live  T ubercle  Bacilli.

Pasteurising  premises  have  been  subject  to  supervision 
and  samples  of  pasteurised  milk  from  these  premises  have  been 
taken  at  the  rate  of  two  samples  monthly.

NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES  DURING  THE  YEAR. 

There  were  512  notifications  of  infectious  diseases,  416 
being  of  measles  and  69  of  Whooping  Cough. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

This  disease  is  one  of  the  most  serious  killing  infections  of 
man.  It  used  to  claim  large  numbers  of  victims,  mainly 
children  who  died  in  a most  horrible  way.  Owing  to  the  un- 
remitting efforts  of  Medical  Officers  of  Health  in  the  past  who 
knew  that  in  diphtheria  immunisation  they  had  a safe  and 
potent  weapon  against  this  scourge,  the  disease  was  beaten 
and  practically  wiped  out.  Because  of  the  overwhelming 
success  of  diphtheria  immunisation  the  word  Diphtheria  has 
ceased  to  bring  to  the  present  generation  the  alarm  that 
it  caused  to  their  fathers  and  mothers.  But  it  must  be 
remembered  that  the  disease  is  still  with  us,  lurking  in  the 
throats  of  protected  individuals  simply  waiting  for  an 
opportunity  to  strike  and  kill  as  is  its  very  nature. 

There  is  only  one  way  to  be  certain  that  this  disease  never 
strikes  back  and  that  is  by  ensuring  that  the  population, 
especially  our  children,  are  properly  immunised  against  it. 
Most  adults  are  immunised  unwittingly  by  repeated  small 
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infections  of  wliich  they  know  nothin, t>;.  Children  can  only 
be  rendered  immune  by  the  safe,  uncomplicated  procedure 
of  immunisation  by  their  family  oi'  clinic  doctor. 

A child  who  has  not  this  protection  is  in  danger  of  its 
life.  It  is  only  sheer  chance  that  saves  it. 

In  the  Rural  District  only  40.84  per  cent  of  children 
under  5 enjoy  the  benefits  of  this  protection.  54.37  per  cent 
of  children  of  school  age  are  protected.  This  means  that 
large  numbers  of  children  are  being  exposed  quite  un- 
necessarily to  the  chance  of  death. 

There  are  so  many  causes  of  death  that  one  cannot  avoid. 
Surely  it  is  not  asking  too  much  that  parents  should  help  their 
children  to  one  of  the  certain  means  of  avoiding  it.
